Superintendent's Report 


To the School Board of Unity: 

I am submitting the annual report of the public schools. 
This report, my third, is the thirteenth of the supervisory series. 

The season’s favorable weather has been exceptionally good 
for school attendance. With rare exceptions the children are 
manifesting interest in their studies by regular attendance and by 
close application to their school duties. 

Owing to the fact that the East school building is not well 
adapted to the needs of two schools and to the further fact that 
the number of pupils no longer warrants the employment of two 
teachers, only one teacher has been engaged for this school. A 
well recommended teacher with long experience was secured and 
commendable progress has been made by the children in their 
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various studies. Hot cereals, soups, drink, etc., are served with 
the noon lunches.’ A committee of the older girls has been given 
charge of the details of this undertaking and they are to be 
commended for their faithful efforts. 

The overlarge number of children at the County School was 
relieved by transferring six of the children to the Centre Primary 
School.
